f did valiantly, yet if Saul be but his thouſands and 
= David his ten thouſands, there growes a core upon it: 
n It makes many an impotent ſpirit ſullen when hee 
- looks upon another mans Trophie or Triumph, The 
y Lord lay this evil ſpirit when it ariſeth; doe we con- 
|- quer for our ſelves or for the publike? muſt no ſtarre 
. ſhine befides our ſelves? Let God have all the glory ot: 
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from you all, and then you will have n 
| acknowledgment 
unto God, who lets not looſe this evil ſpirit betweene 
the two Nations, but that 9 equally earneſt to 
heap all the glory upon God; whiich is the only way to 
kill æmulations and points of honour , which would 
ſooner untie the knor than the enemies ſword, . - 
Finally, Let all menfortifie their hearts againſt the 
evils that follow goed ſucceſſe, that wee be not made 
more looſe in our Covenant than before; for wee have 
reaſon to aceount this day to be the fruit of our entring 
and holding faſt unto that : I ay this day which ſhews 
you the two Nations formerly two, now made one in 
a Covenant, in the field together, in a victory 54. 1 
| and in a Pulpit together, paying unto God his 
Hoſea 1112. prayſes, and ſo let them be for ever, one
